Early in January, the Canadian Post Office Department an- 
nounced that the Princess Elizabeth stamp that was to have been 


postponed to February 16. This 
change to a later date was 
brought about because it was not 
possible to produce the stamp in 
time for the January date. 

Collectors are again reminded 
that they can still obtain first, 
day covers of this stamp if they 
put them in the hands of the 
Canadian Post Office Department 
at once according to the follow- 
ing instructions. 

Persons who desire to obtain 
First Day Covers should send to 
the Postmaster, Ottawa, Ontario 
Canada, the addressed covers in- 
tended for First Day mailing, to- 
gether with a remittance (payable 
to the Receiver General of Can- 
ada) covering the value of the 


stamps to be used. Personal cheques must be certified or marked 
“Acceptable” by the Bank on which they are drawn. If the remitter

be complied with and the remittance and unmailed covers will have 


to be returned to the applicant.

First day cover service will be 
given only at the Ottawa, Ontario 
Post Office.

First Day Announced 
For New Australian 
Shilling Values 


A definite first day date has 
been established for the two Au- 
stralian stamps, reports of the 
issuance of which have appeared 
in the philatelic press for the past 
months. This date will be on Feb- 
ruary 16, 1948. At that time, 
stamps of the denominations of 
one shilling, three pence, and 
two shillings will be released.

The design with the head of 
the Hereford Bull (left) will be 
used for the 1/3 stamp, while the 
crocodile design (right) is to be 
placed on the two shilling stamp. 


The 1/3 stamp is being issued 
because it is a more practical de- 
nomination than the present 1/4 
stamp for use in connection for the 
rates of telegrams and parcels, 
and will replace the latter stamp 
when present stocks have been 
exhausted. The design of the 
stamp was chosen in compliment 
to the Australian Cattle Raising 
Industry. The color of this stamp 
will be a carmine brown. 

The present 2/ stamp bearing 
the picture of a kangaroo is to be 
replaced with the one bearing the 
new design of the crocodile. The 
design is based on an aboriginal 
art pattern adapted to the medium 
of postage stamp art. This stamp 
will be issued in a dark chocolate 
color.

Limiting Your Collection To A Group 


It has always been stated that anything worth doing is 
worth doing well and that might be the way to look at your 
stamp collecting. If you try to be a general collector you can 
not do it well. The task is simply too big, beyond the physical 
and financial means of most all of 
us. It is for this reason that col- 
lectors long ago started collecting 
groups of countries, just parts of 
the world. After we get through 
with that group that has limited 
their interest to U. S., we find the 
boys who have picked certain 
groups of countries either by geo- 
graphical location or as a group of 
colonies of a mother country. We 
have the continental groups also so 
that there are plenty of divisions 
which give you more or less of a 

general collection, yet eliminate a 
GEO. LINN large percentage of the world and 
leave you with a better opportunity to do well what you have 
started out to do. 

Perhaps as we look back over the years we can not help 
but recognize the fact that the most popular of all the groups 
has been British Colonies. There is a reason for this and the 
chief reason was that the issues were as a rule sound and 
more free of speculative taint than most other stamp issues. 
The stamps were also colorful and attractive and gave you 
a bit of the whole world. 

Taken as a group today, Airmails of the world have 
stepped near the top of the ladder as a group to collect alone. 
This is also a splendid field. ; 

As a colonial group French Colonies probably rank next 
to British Colonies, yet are so far behind in popularity that 
there is no comparison. Portuguese and Spanish Colonies 
come as far behind the French in popularity as the French 
come behind the British, 

Latin American countries have been quite popular as 
a group and were at one time a very interesting field to 
many collectors. It is quite probable that the Seebeck issues 
of this group had a lot to do with loss of interest in these 
countries altho to one who knows what he can readily learn 
about these issues, they should make no difference, but could 
add much interest to the group. 

Getting away from collections by geographical or other 
groups there is another way of making a semi general col- 
lection that will attract interest. This will come nearer pay- 
ing off in the end than in any scattered form of collecting 
and that method is to buy complete sets of practically any 
country, preferably the more pretty and attractive sets and 
preferably those that retail at a dollar or more per set. Just 
mount these nicely in your album, in alphabetical sequence 
by countries, generally using a page to each set. You will 
in a few years have amassed a collection that is interesting 
to. look at and you will be certain to have acquired many 
nice sets of stamps that will show a splendid value increase 
and when the day comes to sell, most good dealers would be 
glad to buy. You would have what they want, full sets, 
rather than a broken up hodge podge of stamps of the world. 

I well remember a collection of this nature that was made 
by a Cleveland collector several years ago. He kept accurate 
account of the cost of what he put into it and when sold years 
later, he got a handsome figure over his first cost.

It seems that many collectors 
who make purchases of stamps at 
face value from the Philatelic 
Agency in Washington do not 
know that the clerks there are 
more than willing to place certain 
stamps, still on hand, on the enve- 
lope in which the order is return- 
ed to the sender. Thus if the re- 
turn postage and registration for 
an order amount to say 24c, you 
can ask the clerk to use two dif- 
ferent blocks of four, or even go 
so far as to ask for eight different 
single stamps of 3c denomination. 
This is a fine way to add lightly 
cancelled, well centered used sin- 
gles and blocks to your collection. 





We now pause here for a min- 
ute to check our knowledge of 
United States stamps with the 
usual quiz. 

1, The one dollar Trans-Mis- 
sippi stamp, of which nearly 
everyone has seen a picture, and 
which ig considered one of the 
most beautiful stamps ever print- 
ed, has a design which is titled, 
“Western Cattle In A Storm.” How 
nearly correct in this title in re- 
lation to the design? 

2. What stamp do_ collectors 
refer to as the “Black Jack?” 


Now that everyone has had a 
good look at the “Discovery Of 
Gold In California” stamp, it will 
probably be accepted as one of the 
better designs produced lately, It 
and the Utah commem are my 
choice for the two best stamps in 
a long time. 


It seems that one of the biggest 
headaches of any post office is to 
distinguish between the hand 
written abreviations for states, 
where the letters can be anything 
the way that they are scribbled. 
Difficulties occur such as for 
Maryland (Md.) when a sloppily 
addressed hand written inscrip- 
tion could be taken for Me., Mo., 
Ind., or N. D. The same kind of 
confusion develops between Miss. 
and Mass, and between Vt., Va., 
and La.

When a letter contains matter 

pertaining to the United States 
Navy, or to Naval affairs, it is 
directed to the president’s secre- 
tary who has been assigned the 
job of answering this mail. At 
the present time, this secretary 
is Rear Adm. James H. Foskett, 
who besides answering the mail 
also keeps the president informed 
on Naval affairs, 
A collector of San Antonio, 
Texas, Ray H. Perry, wants to 
know the reason for the scarcity 
of the offerings of the Emancipa- 
tion stamp, Scott number 902. He 
states that in the course of the 
frequent auctions held by his 
stamp club, and a perusal of the 
ads in the stamp papers, plus the 
offerings of the auction houses, he 
has failed to see this stamp made 
available. Perhaps he isn’t look- 
ing in the right place, or perhaps 
there aren’t many around, but 
the POD released 44,389,550 which 
isn’t exactly a short issue. 





In line with thé attempts to im- 
prove the service of Post Offices 
in all parts of the country, the 
Post Office Department has been 
soliciting suggestions from _ its 
personnel. These come from post- 
masters down to the lowliest 
clerks, and from the post offices 
in the large cities as well as the 
ones at the whistle stops. It was 
rather surprising to note the num- 
ber of suggestions that had to do 
with the request for a special 
Christmas stamp, This seemed to 
be one of the most popular sug- 
gestions of all! 





Another request that was equal- 
ly popular, was for the elimina- 
tion of third class mail for, the 
sending of Christmas greetings. 
This is the mailing privelege that 
lets us use a 1%c stamp on the 
envelope providing we do not seal 
it, or write anything within other 
than our names. This type of mail 
does not get directory, or for- 
warding service, and apparently 
the clerks and the postmasters 
were appalled at the number of 
these greetings that had to be con- 
signed to the waste baskets for 
the lack of the proper address, or 
the right to forward the mail. 





Readers were told recently in 
this column that the Post Office 
Department was considering a re- 
vision in the manner in which 
persons should apply the address 
to their mail. Under consideration 
is the method whereby on the first 
line in place of the usual name 
of the addressee will be the city 
and state, on the next line the 
street and number, and on the 
last line the addressee’s name. 
Some have written asking whether 
this is due for adoption soon. At 
the present time, the Department 
is toying with the idea, and has 
made no definite move toward 
its adoption, 

In case that you have _ had 
trouble getting a small amount 
of the new 5c airmail stamp in 
coil form, you might be interested 
in knowing that these can be ob- 
tained in any quantity from the 
Philatelic Agency, Post Office De- 
partment, Washington 25, D. C. 
Just send face value of the stamps 
plus postage and registration. You 
shouldn’t need registration if the 
amount involved is small. 
Domestic airmail of today car- 
ries a lot more covers with the 
“pint sized” 5c airmail stamp on 
it than was the case as short a 
time ago as last November. Up 
until that time, the larger 5c 
stamp carried the mails, and col- 
lectors were wondering how soon 
the small stamp would appear. 
The POD decreed that postmasters 
were to use up their supplies of 
the large size before distributing 
the smaller one, and this supply 
must have been enormous, It 
wont be long now until the large 
airmail stamp C32 will be out of 
circulation, and the collectors who 
dallied on this one will want 
copies at any price. They prob- 
ably never will be scarce, or go 
up very much in price, but the 
stamp actually had an official life 
of less than one year before the

Proof Offered Of 
Stamp’s Genuiness 


During the war, the western 
half of Slovenia was known as the 
Province of Ljubljana, and was 
occupied at, one time by the Ital- 
ians, and later by the German 
forces. In this period of occupa- 
tion, stamps were issued by both 
countries, the Italians being most 
prolific in this respect. When the 
German army took over the occu- 
pation task in 1944, it issued 
stamps also. These consisted of 
overprintings on the stamps of 
the 1929-44 issue of Italy. 

To date, Scott Publications have 
never included these issues in the 
regular part of the Standard Cata- 
log, always consigning them to 
Tentative listing, Walter Lusa of 
Ridgefield, N. J., who Kas a fine 
showing of these issues on cover, 
placed his collection at the dis- 
posal of Scott in order to have 
them given approved recognition. 
This seems about to take place, 
since Gordon Harmer, of Scott 
Publications has written to Mr. 
Lusa of his proposed approval. 

A registered cover was sent to 
this office by Mr. Lusa for in- 
spection bearing a Ljubljana post. 
mark, and dated November 21, 
1944, It had been addressed to a 
person in Olnintz, Moravia. It 
bore the proper registry markings, 
and other indications of proper 
postal handling.

German State of Baden 

Two more values have _ been 
added to the already current series 
of six stamps for the State of 
Baden in Germany. The new addi- 
tions consist of a 2 Pfg. value de- 
picting the head of Peter Hebel, 
in a light gray color, and a 3 Pfg. 
stamp in‘light brown, depicting a 
woman of the Black Forest at the 
Lake of Constance. The former de- 
sign was first found on the 12 Pfg. 
stamp of the current series, while 
the latter design was noted on 
the 45 Pfg. stamp. 

Saarland. 

The stamps of the Saar, current 
at the time that France took 
over this. section of Germany for 
itself, has had ten of the values 
surcharged with new values in 
Francs, the French unit of ex- 
change up until a few weeks ago. 
Now the final three values have 
been surcharged with new values 
of 10, 20, and 50 Fr. 

Austria, 

When the Allied Control Com- 
mission sanctioned the Currency 
Reform as advocated by the Aus- 
trian government, the Postal Min- 
istry issued notices that it would 
not be wise for citizens to horde 
stamps with the intention of using 
them for postage and try to get by 
with them.

The decree invalidated all Aus. 
trian stamps for postage that had 
been issued to that time, This in- 
cludes the ones that were recently

This stirring 
piece was played by the Boston 
Brigade Band and was dedicated 
to General J. L, C. Amee, the first 
commander of the Pulaski Guards. 
The central portion of the sheet 
is occupied by a reproduction of 
a portion of an heroic size paint- 
ing which hangs in the great Polish 
Museum in Chicago. The title is

1. The silver wedding of their 
majesties the King and Queen. 
This set will consist of two 
values 2% pence and one pound 
and will be released on April 
26th 1948. They will be on sale 
for one month only. 

2. Liberation of the Channel 
Islands from German occupa- 
tion. This will be a set of two 
values 1 pence and 2% pence 
and will be on sale during the 
1948 summer holidays only. 

3. Olympic Games 1948. This 
will be a set of four values, 2% 
pence, 3 pence, 6 pence and one 


in July 1948 to mark the open- 
ing of the London Olympic 
Games of 1948. They will be 
on sale for one month only. 

TRANSJORDAN.A set of 12 
stamps with local views and 
Arabic characters has been is- 
sued in Transjordan, with face 
values from one millieme to one 
pound. These apparently are 
not postage stamps and have no 
postal value and may only be 
labels or stickers. They are in- 
tended to raise funds for the 
Palestine Arabs. 

IRELAND, It is rumored that one

A new set of semi-postal stamps was planned for issuance near 
the end of the month of January by the Austrian Postal Administra- 
tion. Each stamp bears a picture of some phase of the reconstruc- 
tion activities of that country, and are quite attractive. These stamps 
carry on the tradition of attractiveness that are known for the 
stamps of Austria. Through the courtesy of the Austrian Postal 
Administration and Edwin Mueller of the Mercury Stamp Co. of

New York City, it is possible to 
reproduce the designs and to sup- 
ply some of the pertinent infor- 
mation about this issue. 

Designer of these stamps was 
Heinrich Blechenr. The 1.40 S val- 
ue was engraved by Rupert 
Franke, the 20g and the 40g val- 
ues by Herbert Toni Schimek, the 
60g, and the 80g were the work 
of Rudolph Toth, the 10g, 75g and 
the 1S. stamps were engraved 
by Georg Wimmer, while Ru- 
dolph Zenzinger produced the en- 
gravings for the 30g and the 45g 
stamps,

Two Post Offices 
For Just One Day 
At Coloma, Calif. 


For the first time in its century 
of history, Coloma had two post* 
offices on January 24—the origi- 
nal postoffice, closed for 20 years, 
was re-opened to provide room for 
the canceling of stamps on half a 
million letters bearing the special 
Centennial Stamp and postmarked 
“first day of issue.” 

This was the first and last 
chance for a letter to be so post- 
marked, Some 125.million stamps 
of the Centennial issue, bearing 
an engraving of Sutter’s Mill, were 








issued. James M, Bell, philatelic 
agent of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, was on the scene from 
Washington with two canceling 
machines, 

Until formally accepted in the 
Centennial ceremonies and re- 
leased to the public, the stamps 
were piled high in stacks of sheets 
of 50 stamps each, and were close- 
ly guarded, in the home of Mrs. 
Zelma Rosenberger, Coloma post- 
master, Over-night the half mil- 
lion assigned to Coloma for the 
Centennial Day were taken under 
police convoy to the Bank of Am- 
erica vaults in Placerville and re- 
turned in time to go on sale to the 
public. The little one-room post- 
office never saw such a day—nor 
did its predecessor, the original 
postoffice, reopened for the occa- 
sion.

Two More Stamps In 
Famous Austrians 
Series To Be Issued 


Two more values of the Famous 
Austrian series are due to appear. 

The first one is a 20 groschen 
deep green with the likeness of 
Carl Ziehrer, the famous Austrian 
composer of operettas, waltzes and 
military marches. He was born 
on May 2, 1843, in Vienna and 
died on Nov. 14, 1922, after hav- 
ing published more than 600 piec- 
es of music and 23 operettas. In 
1893, he toured the United States 
with his orchestra and gave sev- 
eral concerts at the Chicago 
World’s Fair. The stamp which 
covers the rate for domestic post 
cards and foreign printed matter, 
commemorates the 25th anniver- 
sary of Ziehrer’s death. 

The second stamp is a 60 grosch- 
e red violet, with a portrait of 
the celebrated Austrian painter 
Friedrich von Amerling, born on 
April 14, 1803 at Vienna, where 
he died on Jan. 14, 1887. Many of 
his famous works, mainly _por- 
traits of Austrian personalities, 
are preserved in the great picture 
galleries all over the world. The 
stamp, which covers the foreign 
post card rate, commemorates the 
60th anniversary of Amerling’s 
death. 

Both stamps, which are sold 
without surtax, were engraved by 
Prof. Ferdinand Lorber and re- 
cess-printed by the Austrian State 
Printing Works. The portrait of 
Ziehrer has been taken from a 
contemporary photograph, preser- 
ved in the National Library in 
Vienna, that of Amerling from a 
self portrait finished in 1867 and 
now at the Academy Galleries in 
Vienna. 

Illustrations of the stamps and 
the information about their is- 
suance was received from Edwin 
Mueller of the Mercury Stamp 
Co., New York, N. Y. 


Record Mail Loads 
Carried By Rail 
During December 


Second Assistant Postmaster 
General Paul Aiken announced 
that on the basis of figures just 
compiled by Post Office statistic- 
ians, the Nation’s railroads carried 
record Christmas mail loads dur- 
ing December 1947. 

The figures revealed that if the 
number of mail storage cars were 
coupled together they would reach 
541 miles. These cars, Mr. Aiken 
pointed out, do not include regular 
railway post offices. 

Approximately 505,720,864 par- 
cels and packages—or approxi- 
mately 3 parcels to every man, 
woman and child in the United 
States—were handled by Postal 
rail workers during the month of 
December 1947, 

Mr. Aiken said that upward to 
45,974,624 sacks of parcels were 
dispatched over American rail 
lines during December. 

The average loading space of a 
mail storage car is approximately 
nine feet wide, six feet high and 
sixty feet long, Mr. Aiken pointed 
out.
